$400,000 SETTLENMENT 


SACRAMENTO 一 A$400,000 
settlement has been made for 23- 
year-old Sul Yin Fong, whose hus- 
band was one of seven Persons 
killed im a head-on freeway crash 
two years ago0. 

Mrs. Fong had filed a $1 million 
damage suit in the Sacrainento 
Superior Court in 1972 on behalf 
of herself and her son，who was 
born six months after his father， 
Samuel Fong，was killed on Cali- 
fornia Highway 99 near 21st Ave- 
nue (了 /W, July 26, 1972). Defen- 
dants were the state,IMC Drilling 
Mud Inc.，Utility Trailer Co.，and 
Galvez Bros., a trucking firm. 

West Sacramento attorney An- 
thony Smernes Jr.，who represent- 


ed the widow and son，gave this 


account of how the accident oc- 
curred on Nov. 27, 1971: 

A_tire rack on an empty utility 
trailer behind a trucking rig.oper- 
ated by Gary Enoch Rhode for 
IMC Drilling Mud Inc.， broke 
loose，causihg the spare tire to fly 
loose. 

Charles Galvez，.operating an- 
other empty trucking rig behind 
Rhode in the southbound right 
lane of Highway 99，swerved to 
the right to avoid the bouncing 
tire. 

Samuel Fong, who was 30 at the 
timne and a butcher for Bel-Air 
Market in Sacramento, swerved his 
car_ from the center lane to avoid 
Galvez?s Trig;j， lost control，and 
crashed through the oleander 


bushes in the freeway dividing 
strip. 

Fong's car then slammmed head- 
on into the northbound car driven 
by Merritt 直 . Dickson Sr.，causing 
Dickson's car to roll over an em- 
bankment Plunging into 21st Ave- 
nue underneath . 

Fong was Killed and his pregnant 
wife，Sui Yin，suffered minor in- 
juries. 

Dickson and five members of his 
family were killed. His survivors 
have also won suit settlements as 3 
result of the accident. 

Under the terms of the Fong 
case， before .attorney fees and 
costs, Mrs. Fong is awarded $250,- 
000 and the son, 和 150,000.

HONG KONG INDUSTRY 
FEARS PROBLEMS 


HONG KONG 一 A conference 
of the directors of the Hongkong 
Chinese Manufacturers Association 
met August 24 to discuss the diffi- 
culties faced by Hong 玉 ong's in- 
dustries. Presided over by .CMA 
president Chuang Chung-man, the 
conference decided to address -a 
letter to the Hong 开 ong govern= 
ment detailing the serious social 
Problems anticipated_ unless the 
authorities act to aid Hong 玫 ong 
industry. 

The letter asked the government 
to take effective measures to ease 
the supply of raw materials and 
urge the banks to grant more in- 
dustrial loans to 1local manufac- 
turers. Mantfacturers are especially 
disturbed by a shortage of cotton， 
synthetic 人 fiber，and plastics, They 
alsolirged the government to with- 
draw part of its reserves from Eng- 
land and lend them to industry. If 
steps are not taken to relieve in- 
dustry's Problems, they predicted 
industrial and business declines， 
Imore Serious Unermployment，and 
other serious social disturbances.

THE LIN PIAO AFFAIR 


The biggest story in China and in many parts of the world 
with great concentrations of Chinese is the tenth congress of 
the Chinese Communist Party last week. 

In this gathering，we were told,， Lin Piao and Chen Po-ta 
were formally charged with treason and drummed out of the 
party. The tale of how Lin Piao was trying to asSasSinate 
Mao Tsetung proves again that power corrupts，regardless 
of whether it is in a capitalist or a socialist country. Inhe 
congress confirms reports filtered out of China during the 
Cultural Revolution that there weie chaos and rivalries. It 
explains in part some of the Red Guard actions, the silence 
of Mao, and the unrest in Hong Kong and Macao. 

Regardless of how other China-watchers would assess the 
tenth congress) we are glad for the people of China, for tbis 
meeting affirms the flexible and pragmatic approach initi- 
ated by Premier Chou En-lai. We are certain that his efforts 
to ease international tension are appreciated by peace-loving 
people of the world- 

The Lin Piao and Chen Po-ta events are indeed stranger 
than fiction， A few years ago, no one in his wildest dream 
would have imagined that Lin Piao，Chairman Mao's “close 
comrade-in-arms”and designated Successor，would plot to 
assassinate him. The Political reality in China would take us 
many years to grasp, and for some, is probably forever be- 
yond our grasp. 

The Chinese have a right to run their government and to 
conduct their business in their own unidque ways. They have 
a Tight to be secretive about the whole affair, and we are 
not challenging that. Every nation on earth probably has its 
own Watergate，but people call it a different name and 


handle it differently. However，we would be dishonest to 


conceal our surprise and amazement with the Lin Piao plots. 
For Chinese-Americans, this is indeed one major happening 
that concretely shows us how distant we are from what s 
going on in China.

Grant Avenue on weekendsi it's the only area 也 the City getting 
Weekend service. 

Now if we provided more service to Chinatown; we'd have to cut 
service to some other area of the City. 


The real answer is to impose curb parking restrictions so_ that - 


streets could be cleaned with mechanical sweepers. Streets just can't 
be adequately cleaned with autos parked along the curb.

The new constitution， unani- 
mously adopted by the Congress， 
does hot designate a StUccessor to 
Chairman Mao. Commenting on the 
question of succession，Wang Hung- 
wen said it is the policy of the Party 
to train "not just one or two persons， 
but millions” to carty on the work of 
Mao Tse-tung. The constitution also 
endorses the“great Victories”of the 
Cultural Revolution ， and states: 
“Revolutions likethis will have to be 
carried out many times in the 
future.” 

ABSENT NAMUES 


Noticeably absent from the list of 
names，elected to the Vice-- 
chairmanship were those of Chang 
Ching (Mao's wife) and Yao Wen- 
yuan，the literary critic who rose 
rapidly during the Cultural Revo- 
lution. Among the names of those 


elected to membership in the Cen- 


tral Committee of CPC are those of 


Teng HHsiao-ping， who recently 
made a surpbrising comeback on the 
Peking scene，ambassador Huang 
Chen，and table tennis champion 
and diplomat Chuang Tse-tung. 


Amajor event of the Congress Was

“Up until now, the Asian Ameri- 
can community”s involvement in 
local politics has been virtually 
non-existent,，”cormmented Takei. 
“Asians must become more active 
in order to redress the problems 
facing them today.” 

Takei feels that his candidacy 
can Serve this .goal by increasing 
Asian voter registration，not just 
in his district, but throughout Los 
Angeles. 

“The greaterthe number of regis- 
tered Asian voters, the greater will 
be our political power. When our 
Voting strength is significant, then 
city politicos will have to take the 
Asian community seriously，”” em- 
phasized Takei.

Iakei 1s especially concerned 
with the problems facing new im-

Another major consideration 
compelling Takei to enter the 
councilman race was the impact 
he Perceives that the Watergate 
scandal is having on high school 
and college youth. 

“I am seriously worried that 
Watergate's effect on young peo- 
ple today will be to create apathy 
towards entering public service 
jobs. If young people believe that 
ouUr electoral system is corrupt and 
bankrupt，then they will abdicate 
political power to the same type 
of manipulators that brought us 
Watergate， stressed Takei.

HRC SAYS BILINGUAL 


EDUCATION A MUST 


Bilingual education as a major 
priority in San Francisco Public 
schools is the thrust of an extensive 
report recently adopted as a posi- 
tion statement by the City's 
Human Rights Commission. 

Reports compiled by the HRC's 
Youth and Education Committee 
in 1970 and 1972 referred to the 
grim fact that there were children 
sitting in San Francisco classrooms 
who were unable to communicate 
in English，or to understand What 
was transpiring. 

The latest report Bilingual Edu- 
cation in the San Francisco Public 
Schools,， notes that despite bud- 
getand program increases annually 
since 1966, there are still childqren 
in classrooms who do not under- 
stand English and who are not re- 
cejving the language instructions 
they so desperately need. 

The 也 RC has formally recom- 
mended that the Bilingual 了 duca- 
tion Program be made a major 
school district priority.

TAN-ZAM RAILWAY 
GROSSES BORDER 


NAKONDE Zambia 一 The new 
Ian-Zam Railway,， being built un- 
der the direction of a team of Chi- 
nese engineers，from Tanzania's 
seaport capital of Dares Salaam to 
Kapiri Mposhi in Zambia，crossed 
the Tanzanian border into Zambia 
August 20. The event was cele- 
brated by a gathering of more than 
5,000 people, including the Presi- 
dents Julius Nyerere of Tanzania 
and 玉 enneth Kaunda of Zambia. 

The crowd cheered as President 
愉 aunda announced “This is a free- 
dom railway. This is a people's rail- 
way.”The aim of the new link is 
to _ free landiocked Zambia from 
the need to use routes':to the sea 
which cross white-supremacist 
southern Africa.

When the ultra-leftists 
stormed the FEoreignD ANfinistry 
in mid-1967 and viciotisly de- 
nounced Foreign Minister 
Chen Yi，it was Chou who 
was _ the. real target. Chen Yi 
ER Dackwlke alican 
valiantly defended by Chou， 
but Chen Yi went down fight- 
ing and， for a while，was 
eclipsed， Then the ultra-left- 
ists，directed from behind by 
Lin，turned their guns direct-

Lin Piao's 
Supporters，with his wife Yeh 
Chun，the jleading activist in 
pusthing from behind, propos- 
ed that'Lin be appointed pre- 
sident of the ITepublic 一 a 
post left vacant after Liu 
Shao-chi's disgrace，Mao op- 
posed this and delivered him- 
Self of a very strong crTiticism

of Lin for his over-impatience 
in bidding for the Ieadership. 
Doubtjess this will be a pas- 
Sionateljy interesting section 
of the report, if it is publish- 
ed verbatim. 

Lin seems to have consider- 
ed 一 Diobably correctly 三 
that his hopes for supreme 
poweI were ended. So from
